Surtax proposal' s fate 
is said up to the people 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congressional 
approval of President Ford’s proposed tax 
surcharge 
w ill 
depend 
on 
what 
constituents tell their congressmen in the 
next few weeks, the administration was 
warned today. 
The 
warning 
came 
as 
Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon took the 
administration's case to the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
Ford proposed the surcharge, generally 
^fecting family incomes over $15,000 and 
individual incomes over $7,500, in his 
economic message Tuesday. 
He offered it as part of a broad plan also 
including appeals for belt-tightening on 


energy and proposals for broadened unem­ 
ployment compensation, actions to stimu­ 
late food production and to encourage in­ 
vestment. 
The committee’s senior 
Republican 
member, Rep. Herman T. Schneebeli of 
Pennsylvania told Simon: 
‘T think the fate of the surtax rests on 
the American public and what they tell us 
when we go home.’’ 
Congress 
is scheduled 
to 
begin 
a 
month’s recess Friday. 
Schneebeli was questioned on how many 
persons would be affected by the proposed 
surtax and how the revenues it raises would 
be used to assist business. 
Little support for 
surtax is indicated 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congressmen 
have indicated little support for President 
Ford’s call on middle-income families to 
foot most of the bill for the fight against 
inflation. 
Although the#e was general praise for 
other Ford initiatives for relieving the 
depressed housing industry’ and spurring 
business 
investment, many Democrats 
and some Republicans were critical of the 
President’s proposed 5 per cent surtax on 
family incomes above $15.(X)0. 


Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said the President’s economic 
package is “a move in the right direction.” 
but is not comprehensive enough. He 
said he wished it had included wage and 
price 
controls 
and 
standby 
gasoline 
rationing. 
Mansfield said he would support the 5 
per cent surtax proposal but hopes that 
the starting point can be raised to in­ 
comes of $20,000 or $25,000 for families 
and $15,000 for individuals. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
suggested the surtax take effect above the 
$20,000 ievel: Republican Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits of New York suggested $25,000. 
House Speaker Carl Albert urged 
a 
staggered surtax; Sen. Paul Fannin. R- 
Ariz.. ruled out the tax entirely until every 
effort is made to cut federal spending. 
In an address to a joint session of 
Congress Tuesday. 
Ford outlined the 
inflation-fighting proposals that he said 
will require sacrifice by all Americans. 
At the center of what the President 
called his grand design was the suggested 
5 per cent levy on taxes paid on family 
incomes 
above 
$15,000 
a 
year, 
on 
individual incomes above $7,500. and on 
corporations. 
The special tax on individuals would 
bring in an estimated $2.6 billion of the 
$4.7 billion necessary to pay for public- 
service

for other anti-inflation programs. 
Sen. John C. Stennis. D-Miss., and Sen. 
William Brock. R-Tenn.. pledged support 
for the surtax.

inside the Sportsman’s Club were not to be 
arrested. 
That Chief Miller failed to discipUne 
three officers involved in securing the 
dismissal of two traffic tickets by forging 
the names of acting municipal judge J. R. 


Claim Miller kept 
'book' on officials 


The existence of a ‘‘Uttle black book" 
allegedly kept by Police Chief William 
Miller on various city officials is referred to 
in the formal charges against Miller made 
public Wednesday. 
Charge No. 10 states that M iller" . . . has 
informed various persons that he did have 
in 
his 
possession 
derogatory 
and 
defamatory information about certain city 
officials which he would reveal and release 
if and in the event any charges were 
brought against him.” 
Some city councilmen said they had 
heard directly or indirectly about a file 
Miller 
had 
reportedly 
compiled 
that 
‘‘would embarrass” certain city officials. 
The chief reportedly told one councilman 
that he has been conducting ‘‘his own 
investigation.” 
Another councilman said the Miller file 
amounts to ‘‘an open threat of blackmail ” 


Reached early Wednesday afternoon, 
Miller denied having such a file ‘‘I haven’t 
kept no black book, I ’ve made no effort to 
investigate anyone,” he said.

That Chief Miller failed to see that a 
charge of careless and imprudent driving 
was filed against police officer Rainer 
Kocsis although he was arrested by another 
office about Nov 16.1973 
That Chief Miller failed to discipline 
Officer Kocsis for reporting on duty in an 
intoxicated condition around Dec 1,1973. 
That Chief Miller abused his authority 
by ordering only a lO-day suspension in 
January 1971, for two police officers.

“ There are complete files on practically 
each and every incident referred to in the 
mayor’s charges in the poUc'e department 
and there is a sound and justifiable 
explanation for the manner of handling of 
each instance referred to in the charges, 
many of which were reviewed by the 
Police Personnel Board. 
“ I very simply want an opportunity, a 
public opportunity, for hearing of my 
explanation and the evidence and true facts 
relative to each of these charges.

Christofferson also quoted the judge as 
saying he remained hopeful of having a 
jury by the end of the week and that he felt 
jury selection was progressing well 
Tuesday was the sixth day of the search 
for 12 unbiased jurors and six alternates.

consulate in exchange for safe conduct out 
of the Dominican Republic. 


“We are now negotiating final details 
and we cannot say how long this will 
take," Ambassador Robert Hurwitch told 
newsmen Tuesday evening. 


Hurwitch said he did not know where 
the terrorists would choose to fly or what 
country would agree to receive them. 
There was speculation they would fly to 
Mexico. Peru or Algeria. 


The announcement came less than 24 
hours after Dominican President Joaquin 
Balaguer made a “ final, definitive and 
irretractable” offer to guarantee the safe 
passage of the terrorists if they release the 
seven hostages. Until then, the govern­ 
ment had refused to negotiate and demand­ 
ed unconditional surrender of the gunmen, 
gunmen. 


On Sept. 27. the terrorists kidnaped 
Barbara A. Hutchison, 47. the head of the 
U.S. Information Service here, and took 
her from outside her office to the 
consulate. 
There 
they 
captured 
two 
Venezuelan consuls, two office workers, a 
Spanish priest and a Dominican messen­ 
ger and holed up with the group on the 
second floor. 
The original demands 
included $1 
million in cash and the release of 37 
political prisoners, but the cash demand 
was dropped and the prisoner list reduced 
last week. In the end. the terrorists 
apparently abandoned all their demands 
except for safe conduct. 
Hurwitch talked to newsmen after he. 
the 
Spanish 
ambassador 
and 
the 
Venezuelan charge d’affaires conferred 
with national police chief Gen. Kafael 
Guzman Acosta and rebel chief Radhames 
Mendez Vargas 
The American ambassador said, “ I 
talked to Barbara Hutchison about 10 
minutes ago (by telephone) and she was, of 
course, very happy about the situation.” 
He called her “ an exemplary official who 
has been just great. "

Other bank 
collapses 
not looming 


NEW YORK (AP) - The biggest bank 
failure in the nation’s history doesn’t 
mean 
other 
collapses 
are 
looming 
elsewhere in the industry, federal officials 
say. 
New York’s Franklin National Bank, 
once the nation's 20th largest commercial 
bank, was declared 
insolvent by 
the 
Treasury Department Tuesday. Most of its 
operations were sold to a company owned 
by six of Europe’s biggest banks. 
“ It would be a mistake to view this 
incident as one generally shared by the 
banking industry,” said Frank Wille, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Federal 
Deposit 
Insurance Corp., which was named as 
receiver for Franklin. 
“ Franklin’s problems were rooted in 
earnings problems over the years which 
were exacerbated and exaggerated by 
foreign exchange losses in May,” Wille 
said. 
European-American Bank & Trust Co. 
paid a purchase premium of $125 million 
for $1.7 billion of Franklin National’s 
assets. The purchase included Franklin’s 
branch offices, deposits and offsetting 
liabilities. The FDIC promised European- 
American a $150 million loan to meet 
federal deposit requirements, and the 
foreign-owned company said it planned to 
draw on $100 million of the loan for now. 
Franklin’s trust operations were turned 
over to Bradford Trust Co. of New York, 
which the New York State Banking 
Department 
said 
had 
already 
been 
handling 
some 
of 
the 
department’s 
operations on a contract basis. 
The FDIC itself took over $2.08 billion in 
Franklin assets which had served as 
collateral for $1.7 billion in loans made to 
the bank by the Federal Reserve System 
in what was described at the time as the 
biggest rescue operation ever mounted by 
the nation’s central hanking system. The 
FDIC planned to liquidate the assets over 
three years to repay the Federal Reserve. 
Franklin's problems 
first came to light 
this past May 10 when it announced it was 
omitting a quarterly dividend and said it 
had suffered substantial losses in foreign 
exchange dealings.

College study plan for 
local teachers reviewed 


A plan adopted two years ago by the 
Sedalia 
School 
Board, 
requiring 
all 
teachers in the district to earn additional 
co llie 
credits, 
came 
under 
close 
examination at Tuesday night’s board 
meeting. 


The plan, implemented Sept. 1, 1972, 
calls for instructors in the district to earn 
an individually-determined 
number of 
semester hours within a five-year period. 
Whether this five-year figure means five 
years from the implementation of the plan, 
which would be Sept. 1,1972, or five years 
on individually-prepared time schedules, 
was a major point of discussion. 


School 
Superintendent 
Dr. 
Allan 
Hennit^sen, in August, interpreted the 
plan as requiring a separate time schedule 
for each teacher to fulfill the number of 
required semester hours. 


This interpretation was questioned by 
members of the Community Educator’s 
Association (CEA), who held that the five- 
year requirement should mean from Sept. 
l,1972,toSept. 1,1977. 


Board members Donald Barnes and Dr. 
Chester Kirkpatrick Wednesday indicated 
the board’s “ general consensus” favored 
the CEA’s interpretation. However, official 
action on the matter was delayed after the 
board requested Henningsen to submit a 
“ clarified interpretation” of the five-year 
requirement. Henningsen was instructed to 
present the report at the next board 
meeting. 


Kirkpatrick said he “ interpreted the 
original CEA proposal to mean five 
calendar years and I believe this is how we 
should continue. Any policy such as this 
can be abused, but 1 think the teachers are 
professional 
enough 
to 
take 
the 
requirement for its worth.” 
The plan was originally developed, 
Henningsen said, “ to permit staff members 
to continue their education and maintain 
their 
proficiency” 
by 
acquainting 
themselves with current advancements in 
their field. 
CEA president Larry Whiteside termed 
the board’s decision “ a demonstration of 
co-operation between the board, the 


administration and the faculty ... I don’t 
think there will be any problem.” 
On a motion by board president Mack 
Kell, Henningsen will make a study to be 
submitted to the board at its January 
meeting on overcrowded conditions at 
Mark Twain School. 
Kell said enrollment at the school is 
constant and has a high child-to-teacher 
ratio as well as no vacant rooms for outside 
classroom work. 
“ I think we should re-evaluate our 
busing program, our school boundaries and 
look into any possibilities to buy land to 
help alleviate this overcrowded situation ” 
KeUsaid. 
The most logical change would be to 
change the busing procedure, according to 
Kell, 
“ but 
we 
will 
see 
what 
the 
superintendent can suggttt as options.” 
Approximately 95 students are presently 
bussed to Mark Twain School. 
In other action the board: 
Reported that only $38,000 of a 
$50,000 allocation for the free textbook 
program will be used this year. This 
occurred, Barnes explained, because the 
board purchased used textbooks in good 
condition from students and purchased the 
remaining textbooks from local suppliers 
who formerly sold the books to students.

Ford vows to allocate 
fuel; request fertilizer

WASHINGTON (APi - 
Even if President Ford de­ 
livers to farmers all he pro­ 
mised in his economic 
message to Congress, the 
deck is stacked against sub­ 
stantial food price relief to 
consumers before 1976. 
Ford said soaring food and 
energy prices are “ primary 
inflationary factors" and not­ 
ed the country depends in part 
on foreign supply for oil. 
“ But we can grow more 
than enough food for 
ourselves." Ford said. "To 
halt higher food prices, we 
must produce more food. " 
Ford promised that the gov­ 
ernment would do all it could 
to assure farmers they can 
sell what they grow at "re­ 
asonable prices" and pledged 
muscle to see they get enough 
fuel and fertilizer to do the 
job. 
But he could not promise 
clear skies next April and 


May, w*hen farmers want to 
plant corn and soybeans. He 
could not pledge an essential 
two inches of rain needed next 
July and August. 
Too much rain last spring 
delayed planting, and too little 
last summer cut deeply into 
1974 grain production. 
Early freezes this fall have 
killed much of the late-planted 
corn and soybean crops. And 
consumers will see still higher 
food prices because feed is too 
expensive for many farmers 
to produce additional quan­ 
tities of meat, milk and 
poultry. 


There is only one wheat 
crop a year. Only one corn and 
soybean crop. Those already 
have been, or soon will be. 
harvested. They are sharply 
reduced from prospects six or 
eight months ago — and they 
will have to last for another 
year. 
Thus, regardless of Ford's 
encouragement to farmers, 
the current food price situa­ 


tion is something consumers 
will have to live with through 
1975. Agriculture Department 
economists say food prices 
will continue rising next year. 
But farmers can be encour­ 
aged by Ford's vow to “ allo­ 
cate all the fuel and ask au­ 
thority to allocate all the 
fertilizer" they will need next 
year. 
A question remains on how 
much farmers will have to 
pay for those essential sup­ 
plies. And how much they will 
get for the wheat, com, cattle, 
hogs, milk, poultry and other 
items they produce.

Ford wants increased mileage from autos 


WASHINGTON (APi - If 
President Ford gets his way. 
automobiles will carry their 
passengers an average* of five 
miles farther on a gallon of 
gasoline in 1978 than they do 
now. 
Outlining energy policies 
Tuesday in a wide-ranging 
e c o n o m ic a d d re s s to 
Congress, the President said 
he will personally meet with 
auto industry top manage­ 
ment to seek a 40 per cent im- 
provement in gasoline 
mileage within four years. 
That pledge elevates the ad­ 
ministration’s effort from the 
agency level — Federal 


. Energy Administrator John C. 
Sawhill has been after the 
auto makers since last sum­ 
mer — to the presidential 
level. 
And Ford added that he 
would go after the mileage im­ 
provement “ either by agree­ 
ment or by law,’’ a warning 
that he might seek something 
like a horsepower tax or a 
mandatory fuel-economy 
standard for automobiles if 
auto makers don't cooperate 
voluntarily.

Guide about doctors causes uproar

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (A P )- 
A consu mers’ gu ide to doc­ 
tors, complete with prices, 
stirred u p a hornet’s nest of 
controv ersy here, bu t its 
pu blisher believ es it is a 
u sefu l tool which shou ld be 
adc^>ted elsewhere. 
Patterned after a similar 
gu ide by consu mer adv ocate 
Ralph Nader, the gu ide lists a 
d oc tor’s fees and office 
hou rs and tells whether he was 
edu cated and whether he ac­ 
cepts Medicare patients. 
“It was ju st like stirring u p 
a hornet’s nest. It was u n­ 
be l i e v a bl e , ” s a id Ron 
^ ols ky , who headed the pro­ 
ject in this central Illinois city 
of 100,000. 
“The medical society has a 
v ested interest in keeping con­ 
su mers in the dark. They 
don’t want consu mers to be 
able to make easy com ­ 


parisons of su ch things as 
fees,’’ said Sakolsky , an assis­ 
tant professor at Sangamon 
State Univ ersity . 
Nader’s Health Research 
Grou p prepared the first su ch 
gu ide in 19 7 3 in Prince 
George’s Cou nty , Md. It was 
designed to be a model for 
similar gu ides throu ghou t the 
nation. 
Robert McGarrah of Wash­ 
ington, D.C., who headed the 
Nader project, said in a tele­ 
phone interv iew that the Spr­ 
ingfield gu ide was the second 
one to be completed. McGar­ 
rah said abou t a dozen more 
are being prepared elsewhere 
in the cou ntry . 
“Any one who has ev er had 
to find a doctor knows how 
mu ch trou Ble it is,’’ McGar­ 
rah said. “ Sometimes the 
medical society has a referral 
bu reau that will giv e y ou the 


names of a few doctors — bu t 
they nev er say whether the 
doctor is any good or charges 
so mu ch for a fiv e-minu te v isit 
that y ou ’d be better off in a 
hospital emergency room.” 
The Springfield gu ide is 
a v a i l a bl e f or f r e e a t 
bookstores and other shops. 
Sakolsky said that while the 
gu ide may not be able to giv e 
d e finitiv e a d v ic e on a 
phy sican’o skill, it can prov ide 
some hints, like his hospital 
staff appointments. 


Becau se of opposition from 
the Sangamon Cou nty Medical 
Sodety , only 54 of ^ring- 
field’s 215 doctors prov ided 
the requ ested information for 
the gu ide, Sakolsky said. The 
other doctors were listed in 
the gu ide as being “ u n­ 
cooperativ e.” 
The m escal society mailed 
its members an “alert memo’’ 


which said: "It might be con­ 
sidered pru dent NOT to ap­ 
prov e the pu blishing of infor­ 
mation requ ested.' ’ 
Dr. Donald 
Yu rdin. the 
society president, said he sent 
ou t the alert “not becau se 
we’re try ing to hide any thing, 
bu t we qu estion whether it's 
either ethical or legal for u s to 
su pply some of the informa­ 
tion.” 
The Illinois Medical Prac­ 
tices Act. like similar laws m 
other states, prohibits phy si­ 
cians from “adv ertising or 
soliciting for professional 
bu siness’’ ex cept in pro­ 
fessional and telephone direc­ 
tories. Su ch listings cannot 
contain fee information. 
Sakolsky said his grou p 
plans to u pdate the gu ide 
ev ery y ear. He said he 
believ es more and more doc­ 
tors will participate.

Bank facility opens

NEW YORK (AP) - A lot of 
things hav e happened to Ralph 
Fasaneila in the past two 
y ears. 
He’s gone from pu mping 
gasoline at a Bronx filling sta­ 
tion to international recognition 
as 
this era’s acknowledged 
master-painter of the New York 
City scene. 
He’s gone from the crowded 
loneliness of the city streets to 
a sprawling Westch^ter stone 
and glass hou se where crowds 
(rf admirers, critics and report­ 
ers gather. 


Fasaneila is throu gh with the 
stru ggle for recognition that 
lasted 58 y ears. He and his 
wife, Ev e, don’t driv e arou nd 
any more peddling pwtcard re- 
>produ ctions of his paintings. In­ 
stead, bu y ers come to him and 
bffer thou sands of dollars for 
the paintings he once cou ldn’t 
giv e away . 


It all started in 1972 when Au ­ 
tomation Hou se, a labor u nion 
center, staged an ex hibition of 
works by long-time labor or­ 
ganizer Fasaneila. New York 


Magazine did a cov er story on 
him and the boom was on. 
His pictu res, majestic 
in 
scope and tiny in detail, were a 
sensation. 
“New York City ,” now on 
loan in City Hall, is ov er nine 
feet long and more than fou r 
feet high. 
“I’m try ing to show y ou the 
whole city ,” he said at the Coe 
Kerr Gallery where his first 
commercial ex hibition opened 
this week. “What it’s really 
made of, not ju st the bu ildings. 
So there are the factories I 
worked in. 'There’s the big 
enormou s chu rch. 'There’s kids 
play ing games in front of the 
chu rch and there’s street ped­ 
dlers and all kinds of cars and 
tru cks. 
“There’s the barrooms and 
apartments, gu y s fly ing pigeons 
on the roof. I wasn’t tiy ing to 
pu t ou t a piece of propaganda. 
I felt this is the way it was.’’ 
If this is the way it was, what 
is it like now? 
“Ev ery body calls me a city 
painter,” said the newly made 
commu ter in his gru ff New 
Yorkese. “I can paint the cou n­ 
try ju st as good as the god­ 
damned city — bu t it took me 
50 y ears to do it.

Alcoholics Anony mou s. 
Dear Reader — Hy p oly cemia 
(low blood su gar) is a comp lex 
p roble m . 
M any 
of

sy mp toms it cau ses are from 
the ou tp ou ring of adrenaline. 
W henev er 
the 
body 
is 
threatened ou r adrenal gland 
p ou rs ou t adrenaline, ou r so- 
called 
“ fight 
or 
flig ht’’ 
hormone. It cau ses the body to 
release stored glu cose so its 
energy 
can 
be 
immediately 
av ailable. So. when the blood 
su gar 
falls, 
p ou ring 
ou t 
adrenaline is one way the body 
p rotects itself. 
There are a lot of other 
situ ations in life to cau se y ou r 
adrenaline to start p u mp ing 
ou t Anx iety of any sort can do 
this, fright or any emergency . A 
hairy ride in heav y traffic can 
do it. 
Adrenaline cau ses increased 
and forecefu l heart beats. It 
cau ses sweating, trem ors, and 
other sy mp toms identified with 
low 
blood 
glu cose. 
Bu t, 
any thing that cau ses an ex cess 
release of adrenaline can cau se 
the same sy mp toms. It is not 
too su rp rising then that anx iou s 
p eop le, 
for 
p sy chological 
reasons, often hav e the same 
sy mp toms a p erson has with 
hy p ogly cemia. This is why so 
many p eop le with basic anx iety 
p roblems and who do not really 
hav e hy p ogly cemia get wrongly 
diagnosed as being v ictims of 
hy p ogly cemia. It is a waste 
bask et term for the frequ ent 
anx iety situ ations of modern 


society . Often an obese p erson is 
fat from ov ereating becau se of 
u nderly ing anx iety , not from 
real hy pogly c’emia.

bu t the only way to find ou t is to 
measu re tl^ blood glu cose lev el 
when y ou are hav ing these 
sy mp toms, p referably du ring a 
sp ontaneou s attack .

mu ch. In between attack s the 
lev el may be entirely normal.

One of the consqu enc'es of ov ­ 
erindu lgence is hy p ogly cemia.

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Author finds answer to why the Duke picked Wallis

NEW YORK (AP) - When 
Ralph G. Martin decided to 
write a book about the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor he 
found he faced a challenge — 
to find the answer to the ques­ 
tion that’s been asked for near­ 
ly 40 years: 
Why? 
“ Here was the Prince Charm­ 
ing of the world — gay, debo­ 
nair, handsome,” explained the 
author of “ The Woman He 
Lpved.” “ Women were waiting 
in line. He could pick any one 
of them, and who does he pick? 
A. woman 40 years old, di­ 
vorced, and really not beau­ 
tiful. 
“ Why?” 
Martin found his answer one 
afternoon in the quiet drawing 
room of a house on the Riviera, 
where the Duchess agreed to 


see him because she had read 
and liked his previous book, 
“Jennie: The Life of Lady Ran­ 
dolph Churchill.” 
“ We had had a warm, friend­ 
ly lunch,” he recalled. “ She 
was full of beans, witty, sharp, 
laughing, keeping the conversa­ 
tion going when it lagged. She 
was almost 80 but looked 20 
years younger. 
“ Her eyes are her most dra­ 
matic feature — great big, vio­ 
let-blue. lookir^ as if every 
word I said was the most inter­ 
esting thir^ she had ever heard 
and as if I was the most fasci­ 
nating man she had ever met. 
“I thought, ‘My God, this is 
how she caught him.’ And in­ 
deed it was.” 
That was the beginning of the 
answer to why, Martin says. As 
for the rest, “ With her the 
Duke was a human being. He 
was not a celebrity. With her 


he was just a man she called 
David, while everyone else 
called him ‘sir.’ She watched 
over him, she took a glass out 
of his hand if she thought he’d 
had too much to drink. She was 
his mother, sister, sweetheart 
and friend. She was not just a 
love or a passion with him. She 
was an obsession.” 
Martin, whose words tumble 
out rapidly in his enthusiasm 
for his subject, spent two years 
researching and writing the 
book. He traveled extensively, 
read countless books, checked 
newspaper 
files, 
dug 
into 
church records. He interviewed 
dozens and dozens of people 


who had known the pair, from 
a former butler to royalty, in­ 
cluding every one of the living 
schoolmates 
of 
the 
former 
Wallis Warfield at a girls’ 
boarding school in Baltimore. 
“ This is the first time the 
whole thing can be told.” the 
author commented. “ A great 
many people who loved the 
Duke would not have talked 
while he was alive. It is not 
only the greatest love story, but 
it turned out to be a spy story 
in Spain, a my.stery story in the 
Bahamas and a political story 
with the abdication.” 
Martin remembers that he 
got so immersed in his subjects 


while writing the book that he 
found himself mentally urging 
them to take a different course, 
not to be so hasty. “ He could 
have found a way to stay on 
the throne,” he says of the 
Duke 
He sees parallels between the 
inexorable course of events 
leading toward the abdication 
and similar forces resulting in 
the resignation of former Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
“ When you’re at a pinnacle 
of power you make a decision 
that triggers something else, 
which in turn triggers some­ 
thing else and soon the result is 
irrevocable and out of hand,” 


he says. “Circumstances take 
over and you’re no longer in 
control. 
Everything 
comes 
crashing down. Both the' Duke 
and the President thought till 
the last minute they could 
handle it but they got caught in 
a web of statements, decisions 
and circumstances.” 
The difference, he added, was 
that “ Nixon’s case was a trage­ 
dy and the king would never 
have hesitated to do it again.” 
While he believes that the Duke 
was more in love with the 
Duchess than she with him, he 
says there is no question that 
she was happy. 
“ She always had a con­ 


sciousness that she was a piece 
of romantic history and the 
whole world paid enormous at­ 
tention to everything she did. 
“ She had to pay a price for 
it, but the price was right.” 
The author recalls that when 
Edward VUI made his famous 
abdication speech in 1936 he 
himself was at the University 
of Missouri, “ where I met the 
woman I love and we got mar­ 
ried." They have three grown 
children. 
Martin works in a barn be­ 
hind his house in East Norwich. 
N.Y., doing his writing in the 
morning and revisions in the 
afternoon. Then it goes to his 


wife, “ my main editor and crit­ 
ic.”

AMC prices up 9.9 per cent

American Motors Corp. says

with price tags averaging 9.9 
per cent more than 1974 
models. 
The price increases, which 
will arrive on introduction- 
day, Nov. 15, average $384 per 
car. That’s about $30 above a 
tentative increase already an­ 
nounced for new model cars 
and jeeps. 
Despite a $317 increase, 
AMC’s subcompact Gremlin 
remains the lowest-priced 
domestic-made car. Its $2,798, 
stripped-down list price is $1 
less than the Chevrolet Vega 
and $37 less than the Ford Pin­ 
to. 


Included in AM C’s in­ 
creases are several items 
made standard equipment 
rather than options: Radial 
tires on the intermediate 
Matador; front bucket seat in 
the Jeep CJ-5; and larger tires 
on the Jeep Cherokee and 
Wagoneer models. 
Without the standard equip­ 
ment, the price increases 
averaged $330 per auto, or 8.5 
per cent overall.

As individu als, 
Americans are received cor­ 
dially in Cuba, but the 
Washington establishment 
still is considered an enemy 
for a variety of reasons 
The Bay of i’lgs invasion is 
only the best known example 
of counter-revolutionary ac­ 
tivity sponsored by the United 
States. The number of acts of 
sabotage, air drops, in­ 
vasions. seizures and as­ 
sassination attempts agaiast 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro 
and his regime came to 126 
separate incidents by 1972, ac­ 
cording to Frank McDfjnald. 
an American expert on Cuba 
who once was impri.soned by 
Castro and later invited by 
him to teach in Cuba 
Cubaas .say many of these 
incidents were carried out by

visting Cuba these days finds

.Notwithstanding official 
propaganda, there is in Cuba a 
residual affinity among a 


small minority for the United 
States and its products. Dur­ 
ing the recent visit of 29 
.American newsmen, it was 
not unusual for them to be 
stopped on the street by a 
Cuban asking to buy a pair of 
their shoes. 


According to Cuba experts, 
however, this type of occur­ 
rence is more rare now than it 
was 10 years ago.

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Beer business booms in Cairo 


CAIRO (AP) — The arrival 
of British and American 
troops to help clear the Suez 
Canal has added a new but 
familiar set of dry throats for 
Egypt's booming beer busi­ 
ness.

Egypt, last year sold 8.5 
million gallons of beer. This 
year prt^uction was targeted 
for a 10 per cent increase. 
The beer industry has cap­ 
tured a young, middle class 
Egyptian market that no 
longer frowns on alcohol as 
their grandfathers did. 
Brewery production manager 
Ramsis Awad also claims a 
large number of narcotics 
users are turning to beer 
rather than face life jail sen­ 
tences. 


Crowds of Egyptians line up 
outside the company's dis­ 
tribution stores to purchase

Cookbook is bonus in fund-raising venture 


Bronco rider lives dangerously

Blonde ^ n jie Prudom, 21, 
of Dallas, lives dangerously. A 
criminal justice major at Sam 
Houston State University, 
Huntsville, she is a bareback 
bronco rider and bull fighter, 
which may come in handy 
when she becomes a police- 
. woman, her curr§nt goal. 
Meanwhile, the 5 foot 8 
beauty, who has worked as a 
fashion model and once 
thought she would like to be a 
comedienne, competes in big 
rodeos such as the G irls 
Rodeo Association competi­ 
tion at Spring Creek, Nev. 
“ I ’m never worried about 
getting my face smashed’’ she 
explained, even though a re­ 
cent champion, Sheila Bussey, 
is recovering from a broken 
jaw. Other girls have had 
broken arms, and Benjie has 
had some minor injuries, but 
she always has faith that she 
will come through unscathed. 
“ I can do anything I want to 
do, with God’s help,” she 
maintains. “ If we are lucky 
there usually are not more 
than two girls hurt in major 
competitions. 
“ You must have a positive 
mental attitude and good 
coordination when you ride a 
bucking horse. The main dif­ 
ficulty occurs when the gates 
are opened and the horse goes 
out. You know he is going to 
buck out, but it always hap­ 
pens so quick. If you know the 
horse is stout — a muscle type 
— it might scare you that you 
could be bucked off and 
thrown 15 feet in the air or be 
stepped on. But, then, you 
can’t function well unless you 
area bit nervous.” 
At the big rodeos such as 
Spring Creek there is good 
bucking stock, and any time 
you have good bucking stock, 
you can guarantee a good ro­ 
deo, she insists. 
Overall purses can be as 
high as $20,000. The associa­ 
tion, which she joined six 
months ago, keeps records of 
how much money is won dur­ 
ing a season. To win the world 
champion “ all-around cow­ 
girl” title, a cowgirl must be 
the big money winner. 
Benjie is also a bull fighting 
clown, a cape waver, which 
she prefers to riding the bulls, 
although she thinks it is 
h a rd e r to be a bronco 
bareback rider. 
Among the variety of events 
in the larger rodeos are calf 
roping, bull riding, team rop­ 
ing, barrel racing and goat tie- 
ing — which Benjie does oc­ 
casionally. The goat is staked 
out on a 10-foot line, and “ you 
jump off your horse, push the 
goat down and tie three of his 
legs.” 
Although she is a “ shaky C 
average” at the college in 
Huntsville, she’s sure her 
teachers understand when she 
takes time off for rodeos. Like 
thousands of other Texas 
girls, Benjie began competi­ 
tion on a high school rodeo 
team. She’ll do better anyway 
in classes this year, now that 
she is studying something she 
likes — criminology. You 
must have two years of col­ 
lege to be a policewoman in 
Dallas, where in summer she 
lives with her parents who

have just presented her with 
something she has always 
wanted — a horseshoe ring of 
diamonds for her 21st birth­ 
day.

Meanwhile, the Arabs and Iranians go 
abou t try ing to increase p u blic awareness 
in this cou ntry that it is Venezu ela and 
Canada who really are rooking the United 
States with regard to p etroleu m, not the 
“greedy Arabs.”

Fro m a larg er perspectiv e, the 
cancellatio n o f the Russian sale can 
be seen as a sig nal fro m the United 
States that it no lo ng er is able to 
serv e as the wo rld’s bread basket.

The enei^y 
crisis (which most of u s hav e forgotten ov er 
the su mmer) makes it a v ital domestic 
issu e, and we shall all hav e to stru ggle to 
determine which statements by U.S.

Oil, and the p rice of it, is all wrap p ed u p 
in the Middle East conflict. Yamani said he 
cou ld “gu arantee” that, if the United 
States u sed its influ ence to p u sh Israel back 
to her 19 67 borders and if the Palestine 
refu gee situ ation was resolv ed, “oil p rices 
will go down.” 


His l(^ic is based on a belief that the 


Arab states, which p rodu ce some 2 4 million 
barrels a day , wou ld u nite in increasing 
p rodu ction and du mp ing enou gh oil on the 
market to driv e p rices down — ev en ov er 
the objections of Venezu ela, Canada and 
Iran. 


If a p rice drop hinges on Israel’s going 
back to the 1967 borders and on a solu tion 
of the Palestine p roblem, y ou and I had 
better assu me that high oil p rices will 
continu e for a long time. 


Oil has also become a tremendou s factor 
in 
international 
p olitics. 
The 
Sau dis 
su p p osedly are leading the p u sh for lower 
oil p rices becau se they fear that high p rices 
will gu arantee Commu nist and leftist gains 
in mu ch of the world. The Sau dis see 
higher p rices and high u nemp loy ment 
p rodu cing sharp leftist adv ances in Italy , 
France, Jap an and ev en in Africa and other 
less dev el(^)ed areas. 


The Sau dis note that in a single y ear the 
Sov iet Union leap ed |7 billion in added 
p rofits from increases in oil p rices. King 
Faisal foresees a stronger Ru ssia and China 
and a mu ch weaker Western world u nless 
oil p rices are drop p ed. 


Bu t not all oil p rodu cers are tru ly 
distu rbed 
by the p rosp ect of 
leftist 
adv ances. 


So, y ou see, the great “energy crisis” 
inv olv es a lot more than the simp le 
q u estion of how warm y ou r hou se will be 
this winter, or whether y ou ’ll hav e enou gh 
gasoline to driv e to grandmother’s for 
Christmas. 


We su rely will see some p olitical 
rep ercu ssions in this cou ntry . And we ju st 
might see the mess p rov oke some p rofou nd 
shakeu p s in international p olitics.

Merry-go-round, 
The CIA co v ered up 
o wn tapes scandal

WASHINGTON 
- 
The 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
ap p arently 
has 
v iolated the law in an attemp t to cov er u p 
an ex p losiv e sex -bu gging scandal inv olv ing 
two CIA officials. 


Now, u nder the p rodding of the National 
Wiretap 
Co mmissio n, 
the 
Ju stice 
Dep artment is finally digging into the case. 
It was a 
bizarre affair from the 
beginning. A su sp iciou s wife feared her 
CIA 
hu sband 
might 
be 
hav ing 
a 
homosex u al affair with a CIA su p erior. She 
hired p riv ate detectiv e Donald Uffinger, an 
ex -p olice detectiv e, to inv estigate. 


Tap e 
recordings 
contain 
dramatic 
ev idence that the detectiv e and his chief 
assistant, Ro bert Peters, p rov ided a tiny 
microtransmitter for the wife to conceal in 
her home. Thereafter the two p riv ate ey es, 
with the wife listening in, monitored the 
bu g from a neighbor's hou se and from a 
p arked car, the tap es disclose. 


One night, as Uffinger, Peters and the 
wife were hu ddled arou nd the radio­ 
monitor in the car, they heard the two CIA 
officials engaging in what sou nded like a 
comp romising act. The eav esdrq jp ers, 
acco rding 
to 
the 
tap ed 
ev idence, 
immediately barged into the hou se with a 
camera. 


There was a scramble as one of the CIA 
men lu nged at Peters’ camera. Uffinger 
floored the fellow with a p u nch to the face, 
and the wife and two p riv ate ey es dep arted 
triu mp hantly with the film. 


The ep isode got back to the CIA whose 
secu rity chief at the time, Howard Osborn, 
began a secret inv estigation. The two 
accu sed CIA officials, whose named we 
hav e agreed to withhold for p rofessional 
and medical reasons, told u s they informed 
tiie CIA abou t the bu g. 


Under federal law, bug g ing is a crime, 
and failure to repo rt the crime is a priso n 
o ffense. Yet the CIA made no such repo rt, 
acco rding 
to 
the 
FBI, 
the Justice 
Department and the U.S. Atto rney , Dav id 
Ho pkins, who has jurisdictio n o v er the 
case. 


The wife, meanwhile, su ed for div orce, 
and the two CIA officials were eased ou t of 
their jobs, one throu gh retirement, the 
other throu gh forced resignation. 


For a time it ap p eared that the CIA 
cov eru p had been su ccessfu l. Ev en cou rt 
records of the div orce were my steriou sly 
su p p ressed, not necessarily by the CIA. 


Bu t then detectiv e Uffinger fired his 
assistant, Peters, and the v eil of secrecy 
began to slip . The disgru htled Peters 
talked abou t the case to bu sinessman 
Richard Bast, formerly Washington’s most 
celebrated p riv ate detectiv e, who beat 
Peters at his own game by bu gging the 
conv ersation. Becau se Bast was p resent at 
the bu gging, it shou ld be p ointed ou t, this 
was not a similar v iolation of the law. 


Peters told all abo u t the sex -bu gging 
ep isode. The CIA official’s “wife p u t (the 
bu g) in for u s...” said Peters. “It was my 
su ggestion. He (Uffinger) said okay ... I 
told her how to set it u p and where to p lace 
the eq u ip ment.” 


Bast rep o rted the incident at once to U.S. 
Attorney Hop kins. This normally wou ld 
hav e 
triggered 
an 
in-dep th 
FBI 
inv estigation, with massiv e interv iews and 
affidav its. Bu t FBI agent Charles Anderson 
satisfied himself with little more than a 
statement from Peters who, desp ite the 
ev idence on the tap es, denied he knew 
any thing 
abou t the 
bu gging 
offense. 
Hop kins and the FBI then drop p ed the case 
for lack of ev idence. 


It may be merely a coincidence, bu t a 
key figu re in the bu gging incident was an 
FBI informant. We hav e Reamed that 
Uffinger, the p riv ate ey e, not only had been 
slip p ing infornu ition to the FBI bu t had 
called his FBI contact man, Washington 
FBI agent Charles Harv ey , for adv ice on 
the situ ation. 


The case wo uld hav e been killed if Bast, 
tro ubled o v er the co v erup, hadn’t taken it 
to the new federal Wiretap Co mmissio n. 
This is presided o v er by fo rmer Army 
Adjutant General Ken Ho dso n, a man o f 
ramro d integ rity , who fo rwarded the case 
to the Justice Department. 


Assistant 
Attorney 
General 
Henry 
Petersen, who w ant^ no more cov eru p 
criticism after the Watergate inv estigation, 
has reop ened the case. HgiJias ordered 
Hop kins 
to condu ct a 
“fou r-sq u are” 
inv estigation into ev ery asp ect of the 
bu gging and the CIA cov eru p . 


FOOTNOTE: Uffinger, one of the East 
Coast’s best known p riv ate detectiv es, told 
u s emp hatically there was “no tru th” in 
what Peters told Bast on the tap e 
recordings. Petec^ was “try ing to sell 
himself, blowing smoke,” he said. 


He insisted J that he and Peters had 
engaged 
in 
no illegal 
activ ity . 
The 
detectiv es hadn’t u sed a bu g bu t had 
p eeked in the windows to determine the 
best time to catch the two CIA officials in a 
comp romising situ ation, said Uffinger. The 
wife agreed this was how it had hap p ened. 
Peters didn’t retu rn ou r calls. 


An FBI sp okesnu in conceded that the 
FBI had taken a look at the case earlier and 
had drop p ed it. At the time, he said, the 
FBI had no knowledge of the CIA 
inv olv ement. Now the FBI is digging in, he 
said. 
I 
FBI agent Anderson didn’t retu rn ou r 
calls. Agent Harv ey conceded only that he 
knew Uffii^er. The CIA declined any 
comment whatsoev er.

NEA News Analy st 
WASHINGTON - Being front Une 
troop s in the war against crime, so to 
sp eak, it is only natu ral that p oUce argu e 
the su bject with as mu ch emotion as 
reason. Unfortu nately , the emotion often 
does more to clou d than to clarify the 
issu es.

Sp eaking before the 
International Association of Chiefs of 
PoUce recently , FBI Director Clarence 
Kelley gu essed that two-thirds of all 
seriou s crime is committed by criminal 
rep eaters. He said indignantly that “this 
recidiv ist p roblem is aggrav ated by the 
wholesale u se of concu rrent sentences and 
u nreaso nable 
p lea bargaining” 
His 
imp Ucation, clearly , was that if the cou rts 
wou ld get tou gh then the thu gs wou ld get 
theirs — and, la-la, the American good 
fellows wou ld again be able to walk the 
streets safely after dark. 
There will be no refu tation here of one 
p art of Kelley ’s theme. His v iew of the 
cou rt 
sy stem 
as 
bu ngled 
is 
well 
docu mented. Bu t we cannot agree that the 
cou rts’ flawed p articip ation in the criminal 
ju stice sy stem is mu ch more than a p ortion 
of the p roblem. 


Actu ally , the cou rts deal only with a 
small p ercentage of America’s crooks, 
becau se indignant cop s like Kelley only nab 
a small p ercentage, and so herein is the 
real dilemma: the fu ndamental reason for 
rising crime is that the risk of ap p rehension 
is low. Contrary to p olice p rop aganda, 
crime does p ay . Statistically , it p ay s 
handsomely . 
' 


Kelley ’s own FBI statistics, p u blished in 
the Uniform Crime Rep orts indicate that 
only 21 p er cent of known seriou s crimes 
were cleared by arrest last y ear. This 
means p olice collared p erp etrato rs in 
merely two of ev ery 10 of the 8 ,5 38 ,400 
rep orted seriou s crimes. What’s more, the 
FBI statistics actu ally giv e p olice more 
credit than they ’re du e. Since there are 
p robably twice as many crimes committed 
in the nation as rep orted to the Bu reau , the 
nu mber of them cleared is therefore 
considerably less than known statistics 
p resu me.

The conclu sion then is sobering. The 
criminal rate of su ccess is statistically 
staggering. A thu g’s chance of committing 
any giv en crime with imp u nity is now at 
least 
8 0 
p er 
cent. 
Few 
legitimate 
enterp rises can boast the same assu rance. 
Police do arrest nine million p eop le a y ear 
(for all crimes ex clu ding traffic offenses) 
bu t at least that many and p erhap s sev eral 
times that many go free. Moreov er, the 
criminal su ccess rate seems to be rising. 
The clearance rate for known crimes was 
down one p er cent last y ear. Ev en as 
regards 
v iolent 
crimes 
where 
p olice 
inv estigation is most intense, fewer and 
fewer 
crimes 
are 
being 
closed 
by 
ap p rehension. 


Thu s the imp lication here is arresting in 
itself. Cop s who are blaming others for 
rising crime are, to a degree, gu ilty of it 
themselv es. 


The scop e of this degree, p erhap s, wou ld 
be a more p rofitable su bject for a Clarence 
Kelley address than endlessly rep eated 
denu nciations of the cou rt sy stem. Kelley 
is q u ick to boast that “nev er before has law 
enforcement been more cap able, energetic, 
and resp onsiv e to its du ties.” Why then 
can’t it solv e more than two of 10 known 
crimes? Why are more crooks free than 
dmng p enance? The cou rts can’t be blamed 
for mishandling su sp ects they don’t see. 


It is tru e, certainly , that p olice are 
merely hu man. A force of Sherlocks cou ld 
not fu lly cop e with the ex tent of U.S. 
crime. Fo r one thing, the nation has some 
15 million laws on its books, many of them 
illogical, and so c(^s sp end as mu ch time 
chasing p rostitu tes and dru nks as they do 
tracking society ’s genu ine cu lp rits. 


Yet ev asion of the tru th help s nothing. 
Neither does simp listic, emotional finger- 
p ointing. The fact is there is no magic 
solu tion to crime and neither the finest 
cou rt sy stem nor p olice force can make it 
disap p ear. A kid in school, a woman well 
fed, a man with a fu tu re — these p ecó le, 
and only they , can halt the criminal trend
